Supreme Court knocks downs challengeto Clean Air Act

Rejecting an industry challenge to the
Clean Air Act, the U.S. Supreme Court on
Feb. 27 upheld the process the Environ-
mental Protection Agency usesto set clean-
air standards.

The decision, which was not expected

until June, rejected claimsfrom the Ameri-
can Trucking Association questioning
whether the EPA should consider eco-
nomic factors when proposing air quality
standards under the Clean Air Act.
TheClean Air Act “ unambiguoudly bars
cost considerations’ from the process, “and

thus ends the matter for us as well as the
EPA,” Justice Antonin Scaliawrotein the
court’ s opinion.

Citing the EPA’s interpretation of one
part of the Clean Air Act as unreasonable,
the court ruled against the agency’s pro-
cess for implementing new ozone stan-
dards when ozone levels exceed the maxi-
mum amount allowed.

“Wethereforefind the EPA’ simplemen-
tation policy to beunlawful,” Scaliawrote.
“It is left to the EPA to develop areason-
able interpreta-
tion” of stan-
dards.

The setback
didn’t deter EPA <=
supporters from
calling the high
court’s ruling a
win.

“This decision
isavictory for the
Clean Air Actand
for the health of
the American
people,” Ameri-
can Lung Asso-
ciation leader John R. Garrisontoldthe As-
sociated Press.

Under the authority provided in the
Clean Air Act, part of the nation’s ongo-
ing attempts to control air pollution, the
EPA proposed revised standards for
ground level ozone and fine particulate
matter commonly referred to as smog and
soot.

Under the new regulations submitted in
1997, EPA proposed to phase out its pre-
vious one-hour primary ozone standard
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and replaceit with an eight-hour standard.
For particulate matter, EPA proposed a
new standard for fine particul ate matter of
2.5micronsor less (PM, ) to complement
its current particulate matter standard,
PM , which refers to the size of the par-
ticulate matter

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Agencies work to address state soverflows

The Maryland Department of the Envi-
ronment (MDE) has continued its efforts
over the past few months to address the
consistent overflow problems at the com-
bined and sanitary sewer systemsthrough-
out the state.

The sanitary sewer overflow (SSO) and
combined sewer overflow (CSO) problem
is a significant one in Maryland and
throughout the United States. Thetotal cost
for improvements necessary to repair or
replaceinfrastructuresto completely elimi-
nate the overflows in Maryland has been
estimated to be as high as $1.7 hillion, ac-
cording to an EPA model developed to
estimate capital costsfor controlling over-
flows nationally.

In an effort to improve the lines of com-
munication, MDE issued a letter Oct. 5,
2000, to al owners and operators of sani-
tary sewer systems and combined sewer
systems in Maryland. The letters, which
were hand-delivered by compliance pro-
gram staff, called for notification to MDE
viatelephone within 24 hours of an over-
flow event and listed specific information
that should be provided.

It also required that a follow up letter,
containing a summary of the overflow
event, what has been doneto eliminatethe
overflow and prevention of another occur-
rence, be submitted to MDE within five
days of the incident.

Shortly after issuing the letter, MDE of -
ficials began tracking reported overflows
in adatabase and following up viasitevis-
its and telephone callswhen callswerere-
ceived.

MDE has noted an increase in the num-
ber of reports since October, particularly
whenever there is moderate to heavy pre-
Cipitation.

According to Thomas C. Boone, direc-
tor of the Compliance Program in MDE’s
Water Management Administration, the
department, which has taken hundreds of
reports of spills since 1996, received 460
reports of sewer spills between Jan. 1,
2000, and July 31, 2000. Of those 460
overflow reports, 283 did not quantify the
amount spilled.

Last fall, MDE began coordinating with
local health directors, public works offi-
cialsand other interested partiesto develop
a guide document that assists owners, op-
erators and health department officialsin
deciding when public notification is
needed and what form it should take.

Richard Eskin, manager of the environ-
mental health and risk assessment program
at MDE, led that effort.

“We think it best if notification is
handled at the local level by the people
most familiar with the areaand situation,”
Eskin said. “We want to provide the pub-
lic with the knowledge they need to mini-
mize or eliminate any health risks result-

ing from arelease so they will not unknow-
ingly expose themsleves.”

MDE has aso advised the owners and
operators of sewage systems that it will
notify the public if the local responsible
party decides not to give notification about
anoverflow event it believes people should
be warned about.

MDE’'s Compliance Program in the
Water Management Administration re-
viewsthe circumstances rel ated to sewage
spills and takes enforcement actions such
astheissuance of corrective orders and/or
the assessment of penalties, in many cases
when adequate cau-

tamination may be implemented.
Twenty-four municipal systems have
aready been identified as potential candi-
dates for formal enforcement actions to
address on-going SSO or CSO problems.
MDE plans to proceed with the negotia-
tion of judicial consent decrees or admin-
istrative consent orders to bring needed
attention to systems with repeated prob-
lems. Inthe event that agreement cannot
be reached, MDE will proceed with an
appropriate unilateral action that the mu-
nicipality may apped if it so

tion or preventive
measures could have
prevented unautho-
rized discharges.

The program,

The Tidewater Environmental Health
Association (TEHA), a private, nonprofit
environmental organization based on
Maryland' s Eastern Shore, awarded $1,000
to the Franklin Montessori School of
Gaithersburg, in Montgomery County re-
cently.

The money will be used for the devel-
opment of a nature center created by stu-
dents between the ages of three and five-
years-old, which will include raising and
planting indigenous plants, bird feeders
and workstations.

“1 dreamed of creating a nature center
where children could grow plantsand learn
about nature and the environment,” said
teacher Roberta Herrmann, who accepted
the award on behalf of the Franklin
Montessori School. “ Thankstothe TEHA
grant, my dream will become areality.”

Two additional Maryland schools were
presented with TEHA grants Feb. 7.

St. Mary’s School of Bryantown, in
Charles County, was awarded $432 for the
development of a butterfly garden/nature
area, including a park bench made from
recycled plastic lumber. Studentsin grades

six through eight will completethe project.

Queen Anne School of Upper Marlboro,
in Prince Georges County, received a
$1,000 award for devel opment of anature
area/schoolyard wildlife habitat and per-
manent outdoor education site. The siteis
designed to educate students and visitors
about wetlands, forest streams and wild-
life habitat. Sixth and seventh grade stu-
dentswill develop the project.

TEHA's membership consists of sani-
tarians and environmental health profes-
sionals from state, county, other govern-
ment agencies and the private sector.
Many Maryland Department of the En-
vironment employees are members of
TEHA.

One of TEHA’'s mgjor functions is
promoting environmental education to
its members, citizens, and public and
private school systemsin Maryland. As
aresult, TEHA created the Educational
Fund Screening Committee (EFSC) in
1998. The committee investigates,
screens and selects ideas for promoting
environmental and public health educa-
tion in the state. In this program, EFSC

Coastal bays, reservoirsamong TM DL activitiesfor 2001

The Maryland Department of Environ-
ment (MDE) has submitted nearly 30 To-
tal Maximum Daily Loads (TMDL) analy-
ses — egtimates of the maximum pollut-
ant loading capacity for a particular water
body — to the U.S. Environmental Pro-
tection Agency since December 2000.

Since TMDLSs create a framework for
environmental management into thefuture,
MDE has a goal of reaching a cumulative
total of 46 TMDLs submitted to EPA by
the end of 2001, out of about 350 due to
by the end of 2008.

TMDL-related projects on which MDE
staff are presently working can be grouped
into three broad categories: field opera-
tions, model development and TMDL
analysisand documentation. These activi-
ties represent the sequential steps in the
multi-year TMDL development process.

Field operations consist of water qual-
ity sampling and measurements of other
water body characteristicsincluding stream
channel geometry, tides and stream flows.
In coordination with the U.S. Geological
Survey (USGS), theInterstate Commission
on the Potomac River Basin (ICPRB), the
Maryland Department of Natural Re-
sources (DNR) and the states of Virginia,
West Virginia and Pennsylvania, MDE
began atwo-year monitoring initiativein
the Potomac River Basin in October
2000. The information collected during
this initiative, with other information,
will be used to develop watershed and

water quality models.

A number of environmental computer
simulation models are at various stages of
development. Several models are in pre-
liminary development stages, and will
eventually be used to conduct TMDL
analyses for submittal to EPA in 2002 or
2003. These projects include Baltimore
Harbor (nutrients and toxic substances),
Back River (nutrients and toxic sub-
stances), the Pocomoke River and tribu-

program is sponsored by Wild Birds Un-
limited, a leading backyard bird-feeding
and nature specialty franchise.

the days following the fuel spill. As the
accident left Route 198 closed for severa
hours, ERD membersworked until 11 p.m.
to coordinate off-loading of the remaining
gasoline and took measures to prevent ad-
ditional soil contamination. MDE spear-
headed the cleanup efforts and was in-
volved in excavating a 6-foot wide, 3-foot
deep swathethat extended nearly 100 yards
to remove any gasoline-contaminated soil
from along the roadside.

Q. | obtained all the permits |
needed to start my business. Do |
need to do anything else for MDE?

A. In almost every situation, ob-
taining the appropriate permits is
only the start of your environmental
obligations. Almost every permit will
have record keeping or reporting re-
guirements and you may be subject
to some of these requirements even
if your operations do not require a
permit to operate. To keep this col-
umn to a reasonable length it will
address the typical requirements for
air. Columns over the next two
months will address typical require-
ments for waste and water.

Proper record keeping is of critical
importance since paperwork is one
of the key things an inspector will re-
view when your business is in-
spected. All of these records are
used to demonstrate that you are
operating in compliance.

The typical air permit to construct
for small businesses, such as print-
ers or auto body shops, will require
you to track the materials you use.
You should be able to track this
through purchasing records from
your suppliers.

Using a body shop as an example,
you would need to keep track of how
much paint, primer, and other coat-
ings you use. The air regulations for
vehicle refinishing require monthly
records of the total volume and the
volatile organic compound (VOC)
content of the coatings, cleanup ma-
terials and surface preparation ma-
terials purchased. By keeping a file
with copies of your purchase records
by month you can easily determine
how much you use in a year. Mate-
rial safety data sheets (MSDS) for
the products used should specify
their VOC content. The regulations
also contain calculations for deter-
mining VOC content as applied and
if you need help with these calcula-
tions contact the Small Business As-
sistance Program at (410) 631-3772.
You should have records for at least
the past three years as well as a copy
of your permit and a copy of the ap-
plication you submitted available for
an inspector to review. There may
be situations where you need to keep
records for five years.

You should also compare your ac-
tual usage with the usage you sub-
mitted on your application. If you find
that you are using significantly more

the new ozone standard, 332 counties have
pollutant concentrations above the stan-
dard, as compared to 189 under the old
standard. The new particulate standard is
expected to bring at least 100 new coun-
tiesinto nonattainment statusaswell. Such
anincreaseinthe number of nonattainment
areas would have broad implications for
the states, affected industries, economic
sectors such as agriculture, transportation,
and individuals,” the study’s authors con-
cluded.

Thesefactorsincludeincreased costsfor
pollution control measures by industry and
agriculture aswell as development of new
requirements for inspection and enforce-
ment of the new standards by the states.

Although the proponents of the new
standards disagree, someindustry support-
ers put the cost of compliance under the
proposed standards as high as $50 billion.

The proposed standards were widely
supported by public health experts, but
strongly opposed by many industry groups
including el ectric utilities, oil, automobile,
trucking, chemical and paper companies.
EPA’ sbasic authority to regulate and adopt
the new standards based on the provisions
of the Clean Air Act and the U.S. Consti-
tution had under scrutiny.

After trying unsuccessfully to have Con-
gress block the proposed standards, the
American Trucking Association and three
dozen additional plaintiffs sued the EPA
infederal court. TheU.S. Court of Appeals
for the D.C. Circuit ruled May 14, 1999,
that EPA had unconstitutionally usurped
legislative powers in the adoption of its
revised standards for ground level ozone
and particulate matter.

The court contended that the EPA had
demonstrated no “discernable principle’
onwhich to set the proposed standards and
in the absence of a clear standard, it was
impossible for the agency to determine at
which level the standards should be set.
According to court documents, the EPA

could “ set Nationad Ambient Air Qudity Stan-
dards(NAAQS) at any point between zeroand
a hair below the concentrations yielding
London'sKiller Fog.” Therefore, thecourt sent
boththenew ozoneand particulatematter San-
dards back to the EPA.

Rather than giveuptheir fight, the EPA filed
an apped withthe U.S. Supreme Court. The
American Trucking Association then filed a
cross-apped questioning whether the EPA
should condder economic factors when pro-

posing ar qudity standards under the Clean
Air Act. The Supreme Court agreed to hear
the cross-gppedl and bundled thetwo casesto-
gether for their review on Nov. 7, 2000.

The Supreme Court’ sFeb. 27 ruling will e-
ther bringinto check anagency (EPA) that fails
to use good science to further its own agenda
or dlow EPA to continue in its on-going ef-
fortsto clear theair for future generations.

Meanwhile, officidsat theMaryland Depart-
ment of the Environment are consdering how

the agency will address any possible
changes.

“Maryland continues to gear up for the
new standards. We are now following the
guidance and timetables developed by the
EPA for both the new ozone and particulate
matter standards,” said Tad Aburn, Program
Manager for MDE's Air Quality Planning
Program. “We are prepared to develop any
additional necessary actions plans based on
the Supreme Court’ s recent decision.”

Clean Air Act’s history began in the 1940s

Thefedera government took itsfirst ten-
tative steps into the world of air pollution
control in the early 20" century when the
Department of the Interior’s Bureau of
Mines looked into the possibility of con-
trolling smoke and oil by-products.

It wasn't until a serious thermal inver-
sion and its resulting deadly air pollution
killed 20 people in Donora, Pa., in Octo-
ber 1948, that pushed the federal govern-
ment to start the process of codifying its
clean air policy. In 1955, $5 million was
allotted for air pollution research and con-
trol. (Kevin Johnson, American Trucking
Association vs. EPA)

Initially, air pollution was viewed and
treated as strictly a local problem. That
changed during the Kennedy and Johnson

administrations with the passage of the
1963 Clean Air Act. It is believed that
Kennedy was motivated, in part, by killer
smog episodes in London and New Y ork.
While the 1963 Act recognized air pollu-
tion as a national problem, it did little to
establish or enforce national air quality
standards.

The Environmental Protection Agency
(EPA) was established by Executive Or-
der on Dec. 2, 1970. But it was not until
President Nixon signed the Clean Air Act
of 1970 into law 28 days|ater that national
standards and enforceabl e state compliance
measures were added to the act.

Among the revisions contained in the
1970 Act was the ability for the adminis-
trator of the EPA to set National Ambient
Air Quality Standards (NAAQS). Under

this authority, EPA has set national air
quality standards for ground level ozone
(smog), particulate matter (soot), carbon
monoxide, lead, sulfur dioxide and nitro-
gendioxide. The act also directsthe EPA
to review the standards for each of these
pollutants every five years.

The act was again amended in 1977 to
reflect on-going congressional concern
about clean air issues. Then, asmore con-
cerns were raised in the 1980s about acid
rain, smog and air-borne toxins, consider-
ation was given to further amendments.
Debate on the act lasted most of the de-
cade until the revised Clean Air Act was
signed into law Nov. 17, 1990. The
amended law is how the major controlling
legislation affecting clean air issuesin the
United States.
